A. Through the Silence of Ancient Wricers, we 


cannot define any [hing pofitively concerning this 
Matter: Noiwith{tanding we incline to the laft 
Opinion, upon the Authority of this Expreffion of 
Epipbeniu, Ti Tov “Eripaviay ore 
ey gdext, &c. on tre Day of the Epiphany, when 
Christ was Born in the» Fl-fh ; and becaule the 
fame Author affirms, that many O:thodox Cbhri- 
ftians in Egypt kept the Feaft of the Nativity on 
the Oay cf Epiphany. And to it is not improba- 
ble, that the Original of this Naine is owing to the 
Ixpreffion of St.. Paul (Tit. 2. 11.) The Grace 


of God which bringeth Salvation eripavn hath 
peared to all Men, Though that Corift was alfo 


Baprited on this Day, cannot be denied, fince 
Dr. Hammond informs us, that Alcas Cyriacus (an 
Arabick M.S. in the Bealeian Library) calls the 
fixth of Fanuary, the Feaft of Epiphany or Bene- 
diction of Waters. And f0 Sauid Aben Buatrick 
(a M.S. Arabich Hiftorian) affirms, That our Lord 
and Redeemer Fefus Crist was Born upon the of 
December, and upon the 6th of Fanuary was the Epi- 
poany or Baptifin cf Chrift, The fame was atteft- 
ed by Fobannes Anticclenus and {ome others. And 
accordingly the Church of England hath appointed 
the Second Leifin tor the Morning Service ro be 
of the cf Curift, Luke 3, Though with 
Relpect alfo to the vulgar Tradition, that Epi- 
phany means the appearing of the Star to the Mae 
gt, the Firit Leffun, as aito the Collcdt, and Epi- 
ite and Gelpel, are concerning the Manifeftation 
of Chrift ca the Gentiles.

Days than another, and why has February fewer 
Days than any cther Month? A foeedy Anfwer will 
highly Oblige, 


A. The Ancient Albans, from whom the Romans 
defcended, begun their Year with the Month of 
Marc), and reckoned but 10 Months to the Year, 
of which 6 contained 30 Days a Piece, and the 
other 4 31, in all 304 Days. Which Computa- 
tion being alfo ufed by the Romans themfelves, ‘tf! 
the Time of Numa Pompelius, he made a Kefor- 
mation of thei: “‘alendar and added to their Year 
51 Days, of “hich, with the Addition of 6 other 
Days. which he took from the 6 Months that con- 
tained 30 Days a Piece, he maidé two new 
Months Fanvary and February, of which rhe firlt 


contained 31 Days, and the other 28. By which. 
means al! the Months of the Year came to have 
an odd Number of Days, exeeptirg February, for 


thar Reafon efteemed by them che more unlucky. 
And that the Civil mivbr in fome meafure equal 


the Solar Year, it was tarther provided, that an 


Intercalary Month confit:ny ot 22 or 23 Days, 
be added to every other Year. But this: Regula- 
dion being not found exact enough, Julius Cafar 
put his finifhing Hand to it, by taking away the 
Incercalary Month, and inftead of tt adding to the 
Year to Days, which he dittibuted amongft rhe 
Months chat had bur 29 Days a Piece, in the fame 
manner as they have continued fince : So that Fe- 
bruary remained in its Ancient State, faving that 
every fourth Year it has a Day added to it.
